Mrs. Mary Ann Bohn, Franklin 


Grove, driver of one of the auto- 
mobiles involved in an accident 
earlier this month that snuffed 
out the lives of three Harmon peo- 
ple, 
is still at liberty but under 


$6,000 bond. 
The bond was in- 


creased yesterday from $3,000 to 
$6,000 by Justice John O. Shaulis. 


Mrs. Bond appeared before Jus- 


tice Shauhs Monday afternoon for 
preliminary hearing on the three 
counts of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter with which she is charged. She 
was bound over to the grand jury. 


Mrs. Bohn was late in arriving 


before Justice Shaulis. 
Flanked 


on either side by her attorneys 
Ralph Eaton of Mt. Carrol, and 
Gerald Fearer of Oregon, she sat 
quietly through the long session. 


Matzinger Heard Crash 


In relating hts version of what 


happened at the time of the acci- 
dent that took the lives of Mrs 
Mary Ellen McCormick, Joan Lal- 
ly, Harmon, and Mary Kay Pow- 
er*, all of Harmon. 


Oscar Matzinger, who lived near 


the icene of the accident, said he 
was in the house when he heard 
a crash. 


Matzinger said that he looked 


out and saw a flash as one of the 
cars burst into flames.

"My wife and I went out to do

Because eating nails has been 


fatal to numerous farm animals, 
care should be taken to avoid 
dropping nails wnen re-roofing 
any building in which hay or 
other feed is stored.

Bold New Program — Unpractical, 


Wasteful 


When, in his inaugural address, President Truman called 


for a ''bold new program" which would eventually banish 
"hunger, misery and despair" from the free nations of the 
world, the repercussions were heard around the globe. The 
president spoke in highly generalized terms and gave no de- 
tails. But it was clear to all that this was a tremendous con- 
cept, which would require many years to accomplish even in 
small part, and that the problems and the costs would be in- 
credibly vast and complex. 


Since then, the program has been endlessly discussed, 


and from all sides. Some experts, who are sympathetic with 
the president's humanitarian purpose, have come to the view 
that the problems may be insoluble—and that even the de- 
sirability of the program is subject to grave doubt. One of 
these is William Vogt. the scientist whose challenging and 
controversial book, "Road to Survival," in which he dealt 
with the exhaustion of natural resources, caused something 
of a bombshell a year ago. Mr. Vogt considers the Truman 
program in an important article in the Saturday evening 
Post of July 23, called "Let's Examine Our Santa Glaus 
Complex.'1 


Mr. Vogt points out that 1,500,000,000 people "with liv- 


ing standards far below ours are concentrated in the so-called 
undeveloped areas." A high percentage of them are illiterate. 
They know next to nothing of modern science. If we gave 
them tools and seed and other assistance there is no guar- 
antee that the gifts would be properly used. 


But even if this were to be overcome, there is far more 


to the problem than money and tools. Mr. Vogt believes that 
the undeveloped lands are "intrinsically poor and require far 
greater investment of capital, labor and management to pro- 
duce a much smaller return than could be had in the United 
States." They lack good soils, usable timber—the most basic 
essentials of what we consider proper living standards. 


Finally, if we should set out to remake much of the world 


La our own image, we will run into a problem that might 
prove the most difficult of all—the faiths and traditions of 
proud peoples with cultures older than ours, who seem primi- 
tive in our eyes but not in their own. Mr. Vogt says, "We 
bring down prices by standardizing. A potter in Mexico's 
Tlaquepaque, on the other hand, with a distaste for monot- 
ony, charges more for standardized work. If we mechanize 
and standardize his work, change him from a creative artist 
to a machine tender, shall we be raising his standard of liv- 
ing, and will he like it?" Our idea of what civilization is, in 
other words, is not shared by everyone else.

The step consists of a brush 
and a dip as the couple moves 
forward side by side rather than 
facing each other. If the male is 
strictly a clod, you see, this saves 
the feet of his dancing partner. 


Everything "Moondog" wears is 


square — his earrings, pouches 
and even the tent under which he 
sleeps. 
He was enroute to Chi 


cago as he walked barefooted into 
the city yesterday.

reached its peak 10 days ago. Un- 
der the quarantine, children under 
16 years old were restricted to 
home premises. 


Follows Meeting 


Shamel told reporters of the de- 


cision to lift the quarantine fol- 
lowing a meeting with superin- 
tendents of the city's public, Ro- 
man 
Catholic 
and 
Lutheran 


schools, all scheduled to open Sept. 
6. 


Conferees 
agreed 
that 
there 


would be no delay in starting 
classes, Shamel said. 


The quarantine was halted 'as 


Springfield experienced its fourth 
straight day without a new polio 
case. To date this year, the city 
has had 57 polio attacks and 10 
deaths, all since July 10. 
When 


the quarantine was imposed one 
day short of four weeks ago, the 
city had 13 cases of the disease 
and three deaths. 


Shamel described results of the 


quarantine aa "gratifying." 


Eighty New Cases 


Meanwhile, 80 new polio attacks 


were reported today to the state 
health ' department, bringing the j 
Illinois total this year to 1,337. 
At least 86 persons have died. 


Five of the cases were reported 


from Champaign county, where 
nearly 90 residents have been hit. 
Downstate, only the Centralia- 
Marion county area with more 
than 100 attacks has had a more 
severe outbreak. 


Word of five new cases was re- 


ceived from Vermilion county, six 
from St. Clair and four each from 
Madison and Kane counties.

contract, no work," has kept union 
members in mines east of the Mis- 
sissippi on the job three days a 
week. Mines west of the river are 
on a five day week.

averaged 
slightly 


better than 7,000,000 tons weekly, 
or about 5,000,000 tons less than 
normal. 


This means a loss of about 30,- 


000,000 tons in the six weeks the

He said the 
purpose would be to "divert" at- 
tention from 
the "facts" being 


developed in the "five percenter" 
inquiry. 


McCarthy made this 
forecast 


when the committee resumed its 
public hearings after a four-day 
recess. 


He said the hearings are not a 


contest 
between the committee 


members and witnesses. He added 
that committee members have "no 
personal 
animus" 
towards 
any 


witness. 


It was not the desire of the 


committee "to prosecute indivi- 
duals'' McCarthy went on. "But 
to shed the bright light on any 
graft and corruption." 


He added that the inquiry also 


is designed to help small business 
and to make it less necessary for 
"contact" men and for business- 
men to pay "large fees" to get 
government contracts. 


The committee is looking: into 


the activities of the so-called "five 
percenters"—persons 
who 
seek 


out 
government 
contracts 
for 


others at a fee, usually five per 
cent. 


Two In Bad Health

This import- 
ance is multiplied when we con- 
sider that great discontent has 
long been making itself 
evident 


in other satellite states like Po- 
land, Hungary and Czechoslovakia, 
and that they are bound to take 
fresh courage.

Finland's 
bold 
and 
energetic 


stand, coming on top of Yugosla- 
via's refusal to knuckle under, is 
a tough and dangerous blow to 
Soviet imperial ambitions in Eu- 
rope. Both these nations are es- 
sential to the Red structure, not 
only politically but militarily, for 
they are strategically located. 


Reds In Finland 


Of course 
Russia could take 


Finland over by force, but such a 
move assuredly would result in 
another world war. Finland must 
be absorbed by indirection. Thus 
we see Red leaders in Finland 
precipitating a wave of strikes 
which the Helsinki 
government 


says represent a maneuver to- 
wards 
revolution„ and the est- 


ablishment of a Red regime.
